DEATHS. 


Tne funeral of the late lamented Wiiliam 
Brough took place at Nunhead Cemetry on Friday 
afternoon, under circumstances which attested 
how various and extensive was the society in 
which he had gained for himself a high and dear 
personal renown. More than three hundred 
gentlemen connected with art, literature, the 
drama, and the stage, took part in the melancholy 
ceremonies which marked the oecasion. Every 
theatre had its representatives, as well as every 
literary and artistic club or association in the 
metropolis. The immediate mourners were Mr 
Hlerbert Brough (eldest son of the deceased), Mr 
Lionel Brough (the popular actor of St. James’s 
Theatre), Mr Cox (father-in-law of the deceased), 
Mr Douglas Cox (brother-in-law), Mr Frank 
Vizetelly, and Dr Croft. Mr Brough died in 
harness ; and at a moment when he was just be- 
ginning to realise the subtantial rewards of a 
most laborious career, the struggles and responsi- 
bilities of which had been honourably as well as 
patiently sustained. 

Wegreatly regret to have to announce the death, 
which took place on Saturday, of Mrs Albert 
Smith. This lady was the daughter of the late 
Mr Keeley and Mrs Keeley, who lives to deplore 
her loss. Miss Mary Keeley made her 
first appearance on the stage as Bertha, in ‘¢ The 
Cricket on the Hearth,” when it was originally 
produced at the Lyceum, then under the 
management of her parents, in 1846. She after- 
wards acquired great popularity by her clever 
performauces in various farces,extravaganzas, and 
burlesques, both at the Lyceum and Adelphi 
Theatres. She was born in 1829, and was married 
to the late popular Albert Smith, who died in 
1860. Although it is along time since she re- 
tired from the profession, she is gratefully and 
respectfully remembered by all modern playgoers, 
and a large circle of personal friends will deplore 
her too early removal from this world.

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WOW TO WRITE A DRAMATIC CRITICISM: 


Farrty, free from bias, without animus, 
devoid of flattery, sazs malice prepense, nothing 
to be extenuated, nor aught set down in ill-will; 
rarely censorious ;—just, but generous ;—playful, 
ifin the vein, but not cynical. It is, perhaps, a 
very diflicult task the critic has set himself to 
fulfil all these conditions, yet he who comes 
nearest to the accomplishment of his self-imposed 
duty, is likeliest to win the esteem of the reader, 
and to be regarded by the amateur,—if he is a 
man of sense—as a fit person to record his stage 
achievements. How often has the writer seen a 
notice read by some ambitious amateur eagerly 
expectant of a fulsome panegyric on his Othello 
or his Hamiet, utterly confound the unfortunate 
representative of these characters, who, in dis- 
gust at the apparent injustice done him by the 
reporter, has, with something between a growl 
and an oath, dashed aside the too truthful critique. 
And this, too, in a paper which he thought would 
be sure to speak well of him. Away he rushes 
to the “Sock and Buskin,” to look at the ‘‘Snera,” 
a voluminous hebdomadal newspaper devoted to 
Theatrical and Sporting intelligence (knowing 
that the ticket sent to the office had been used), 
and is either unable to find any notice of his 
performance, or, should he alight on one, is 
justly indignant at finding himself turned into 
ridicule, and consequently chatted by his brother 
actors, who have also, perhaps, felt the scorpion’s 
stiog, though with a lesser degree of severity. 
He finds some consolation, however, in the local 
papers, those, at least, who know something of 
him; he purchases the “ Finsbury Flummerer,” 
and there be drinks ina gushing article, anent, 
the extraordinary talent displayed by Mr Blank 
in his great Shaksperian delineations. Then 
there is the “ Barnsbury Barnacle ;” the editor is 
his best friend, and has inserted the notice he 
sent him; of course He sticks to the ship, although 
plays are not much in his line. The * Islington 
Independent ”’ is a little too candid, but he thinks 
the writer is no judge, and don’t care for his 
opinion. He finds in the columns of the “ Pen- 
tonville Prevaricator ’ an article on the amateur 
performance at the Royal Arlington Theatre that 
he can’t make head or tail of—is half inclined 
to think that they making fun of him; the notice 
appears tolerably friendly, but there is, he fancies, 
an under-current of a satirical nature that he 
doesn’t seem to care about, He next glances at 
the * Clerkenwell Critic,” whom be finds making 
odious comparisons between the said amateur and 
Phelps, Marston, or some other noted tragedian 
well known on these boards. This won't do at 
all; lastly he turns to the unpretentious, but 


truthful pages of the “ Dramatic Diurnal,” and is | 


agreeably surprised to find a sympathetic, kind, 
but not stupidly flattering notice of his well- 
meant efforts, pointing out, with good-natured 
franknese, what the Editor, (from his long expe- 
rience,) considers his weak points, and giving him 
hints for improvement, either in speaking, acting, 
or deportment.
